NEBRASKA makes a poorer showing
than any other western state in the pos-
tal service of tho country, under the
present administeationy,  While lowa
has seventeen representivesin the post-
oflice department and Kuansas eight,
this state has but four, two being allotted
to each of the political parties. The
three states furnish seventeen republi-
cnns against twelve demoerats. Under
.the next administration Nebraska may
reasonably be expected to receive a
more generous recognition.

THg eorn crop of the United States is
now offeially stated to be one billion
nine hundred and eighty-seven mil-
lions which unquestionably is the
largest ever raised.  While the open
weather has favored the rapid move-
moent of corn to market it is neverthe-
less unfavorable to its maturity and
farmers are holding back thelr ship-
ments for fear ol finding their corn
graded unnecessarvily low,  Neverthe-
loss the prices for corn are ruling flrm
and the farmers of Nobraska should not
fuil vo profit by them,

THE decision in the suprome court of
fowa which gives lund ownors the right
to recover dumages for trospass from the
owners of cattle grazing on unfenced
tunds will not tind favor in the eyes of
the cattlemen., The right to free pas-
turage on wild lands has for yonrs heen
the custom not alone in [owa but in
Nebraska, Kansas and Colorado, and
pther western states. The rapid in-
erense, however, in the population of
these states and the consoquential rise
in the value of prairie lands have made
it necessnry to abridge this time hon-
prod custom, While it is true that a
eigid enforcement of the law as handed
down by the Iown supreme court would
work bardship upon those settlers who
avall thomselves of this prazing privil-
ego, it is nevertheless ono of the condi-
tions which the cattlemon must sooner
or later meat due to the rapid growth of
the westorn statoes,

TuE proposed legislation introduced
in Pennsylvanin, Now York and other
castorn states to place nn emb argo on
the sale of dressod buel will not bunefit
the local oattle raisers and farmoers of
those states, The consumption of meat
far outruns the supply. If laws are
«passad for the inspeotion of eattle on
the hoof for the purpose of encouraging
tho home market, what is to prevent
the railroad companies from bringing
live cattle from the west? Such was
the oattle business before the great
packing houses of the west had suffi-
olently developed to supply the whole
souuntry with dressad beel. The bills w0
prevent the sale of western moeats in
Pennsylvania and other eastern states,
il they become law, would necossarily
ralse the price of meat, and would ben-
efit the railroads and the local butch-
ers. But the farmers would reap no
benefits, And It looks asif the hue and
ery raised over the issue is merely an
atlempt to get the farmers o pull the
ghestouts out of the fire for the good of
the other fellow.

CARE IN TRUST LEGISLATION.

Very great care must be taken in
legislation for the prevention and pun-
ishment of trusts that it doss not go a0
fur as to interfore with legitimate busi-
ness  nesociations now M-‘m{nlzwl as
legal and proper, and which are unot
effected to accomplish any of the pur-
poses which render the trust and like
combinations repugnant to law and
publie palicy, One of tha most strin-
gent and sweoping anti-trast bills thus
far prosentad io any state legislature is
under cousideration by the legislature
of Tllinois, and the objoection has
been  ralsed o it that its eflect
might ha to prevent two or mora firms
ongnged in a steiotly private business
from entering into n common  partner-
ship or consolidntion, and even inter-
fere with o trade® anion combination of
workmen to ndvance or fix the price of
labor. The point is madao that in many
cases “Yhusiness houses nnd pewapapers
are  consolidated and  partnorships
formed for the express purpose of aveid-
ing the competition for the same
custom thnt woulid oxist if sach partaer
were an Individual trador or producer,™
but this could not boe done under the
Ilinpis  bill. The moasure pro-
posed in the New York legisla-
ture  is not subject to this ob-
Jeetion, having been formed on the
lines of S recont juihicinl  decision
neainst the sugae trust. It providos
thnt every contract or purt of contract
in restraint of trade is void, that no eit-
izon or corporation doing business in
that shall make an agreement
with any covporation in the state, in
another state, or in a foreign country,
to abstain from doiug business,  Any
such conteact shall be void, and if the
state corporation be muilty the attorney
goeneral shall bring aotion to forfeit its
franchise, while if the foreign corpori-
tion be guilty it shall be foridden to
o business in the =tate,

The anti-trust bills that have beon
introduced in the Nebraska legislnture
will noed to be very cwrsfully consid-
orel with reference to avoiding the ob-
jection that is made to the 1llinois
mensure. The thing to be accomplishod
is to provent combinations of corpora-
tions holding franchises or monopolistie
privileges, who orgaunize for the gen-
erul vestraint of trade and  destruction
of competition, in order that they may
control production and regulate prices,
[t is not required that there shall be
any interference with the legitimate

slnte

consolidation of business firms,
which cannot result  in  monopoly.
The legislators of Nebraska, in

common with those of other states,
should keep in view the importance of
having the legislation against trusts on
constitutional lines, so that it shall
work noinjury or injustice to legitimate
entorprise and stand overy legal test.

LOOKS LIKE BITSINESS.

Thera is a disposition in congress to
insist that the interests and rights of
the United States in Samon shall be
maintained., The jingolsm of Senutor
I'eye does not meet with very extended
approval, but there is an evident deter-
mination not to complacently submit to
the high-handed proceedings of Ger-
many, which are admittedly in viola-
tion of international agreement. The
amendments to the diplomatie and con-
sular approprintion bill reported [rom
the senate commitieo on foreign rela-
tions, which provide appropriations. to
be immadiately available, to enable the
president to protect  Ameriean citi-
zens in Samoa, and  also to estab-
lish there a naval and coaling station,
will undoubtedly be approved by both
houses of congress, The sum proposed to
be placed at the disposal of the president,
six hundred thousand dollars, is simply
an emergency fund, to be used in the
exocutive disoretion in equipping men
of war or transporting troops. but it is
sufficient to show the temper of congress
relative to this matter,

As yob it does nol elearly appear just
what rights the United States has at
stuke. In hiscommunication to congress

in  referonce to the Somoan in-
broglio  the president spolie of
treaty arvangements o which this
country is o  party. The for-

eign relations committee of the sen-
ate also refers to such obligations, In
his instructions to Admiral Kimberly
the seoretury of the navy spoke of Lhe
conduct of Germany 23 *“in violation of
positive agreement and understanding
hetween treaty powers.” But Secretary
Bayard is quoted as having said that
the United States has no joint treaty
with either Englund or Germany inere-
gard to the neutrality of Samon, but
u sort of general agrooment or under-
stunding, so that if the neutrality of
Snmon has been interfercd with by
Germuany she has not broken s treatly
with the United States, but only with
Great Dritain, I this be the case
the oxtent of the duty of this govern-

ment would seem o bo mercly that of
secing that American citizens in Sa-
mon are protected, and that adequate

roparation be made for any outrages or
losses inflicted on them. This govern-
mont may employ all proper efforts und
influances to bring about u peaceful sot-
tlement of the ditliculties on the islands,
but if it has no treaty rights to main-
tadn it isnot culled upon to use its power
to perpetusto the neutrality or inde-
pendence of Bamou.

Secervtary Bayard’s generally tempor-
lzing policy rvespecting international

uifeirs has  subjected him to
sharp  eriticism in  the mat-
ter. This may not be altogether de-

sorved, but there can be no guestion
that he might huve shown more interest
and spirit at the outsot of these ditfeul-
ties, the effect of which would very
likely have been greatly to the advau-
tage of American citizens in Samon. As
it is there will probably be along
period of diplomatic controversy, if
nothing worse, and Americans who
have suffured will walt perhaps years
for indemnity, and may never have full
justice done then.

The Fremont, Elkhorn & Missouri Vil-
ley railromd goes only as far as White -
wood, which is nine miles from Doad-
wood. It has been mutually ngread on
all hands that this failure to conpoct
was eaused by the engineering difficul-
ties that present thomselves. In the
first place it would be necessary to tun-
nol through thivteen hundred feet of
solid limeston e and then the geade would
be somewhnt stoep and difficult; nnd
might rendep the aid of n
socond locomotive, But common sensa
will convinee any thinking ecitizen  of
Doadwood that so entorprising o com-
pany as the Fremont would not be de-
terred by snch small matters as these.
In Omahn it is understond that Dead-
wood's predicament is largely the result
of Dondwood’s own fault, and thoueh it
is impossible not to svmpathize with the
wistful editorials that appene constantly
in tho Deadwood press, it does not yet
appear that any steps have beon tnken
to induce the rond to come to their city.
It is gonerally believed in Omaha that
there was & movemont to make the line
pay smartly for its right-of-way, and
that a citizen who held what he con-
siderad was the only place suitable for
a depot, was propured to charge threo
pricos for it,  Whaenever the desire for
railroad communieation is so great that
the itehing souls who want to bleed any
line coming vo the city will be sup-
pressed, there ean be no doubt that the
prospects for suceess will bo muterially
better,  But until the inhabitants are
prepared to welcome a railroad in an-
othoer fashion, it is to be fearved that the
Deadwood stage will remnin the great
institution of the place.

Dut walving
the question aside, it s the height of
impudence for the shoritls of the state
totry to railroad a4 mensurethrough the
legislature which would rvesult in un-
reasonible exaction from the taxpayers
of cach county in the state.
